tion of the aristocrat. By preserving the former, you preserve one important 
aid tothe creation and diffusion of wealth. By adopting the latter, the country 
would retrograde two centuries—concentrate wealth in the hands of one, and 
degrade and crush every ninety-nine in the hundred of its citizens. 

The same solid argument that would induce @ Constitutionalist to carry about 
his person or hold on his premises only specie enough for mere change—placing 
the bulk of his funds where they need not require his own personal supervision 
wil! always induce the Government [being the people en masse} to adopt that 
financial system which will give the least trouble to itself, and add the greatest 
facilities to business transactions between one party and another.

LEGAL DECISIONS. 
Action upox A County Court, Serr. 19, 1844. 
(Present Judges Archer and Legrand, ) 
Tue Parsipenr Drrecrors oF THE oF THE METROPOLIS, vs. 
Tuomas or Bactiamore. 

The following case has been reported befote, but is not probably familiar to 
our readers. The defence set up was that the charter of the Bank expired by 
limitation in July, 1838, and that an action could not be maintained for any de- 
falcation that might have occurred subsequently. A new charter having been 
procured from Congress for the Bank, some months subsequently, it was the 
duty of the directors to obtain new bonds from the officers under the new charter, 
This action was brought on the bond of Dennis G. Orme, formerly Teller ot the 
Bank of the Metropolis, the defendant being the security upon the bond, for 
certain amounts of money, for which he became a defaulter during the time he 
was so engaged. These defalcations occurred between March, 1838, and the 
3d July, 1838, and also subsequently, between that period and April, 1539, at 
which period he was discharged from the Bank, 

The case was a very complicated one, involving a number of legal issues, a 
portion of which were argued before the Court. 

The plaintiffs, by the decision of the Court, were precluded from going upon 
the Bond, for any thing occurring after July 3, 1838, at which period the charter 


could only go te the expiration of the old charter, unless otherwise specified 
upon the face of the contract. 

After the decision of the Court, the evidence was examined before the Jury; 
much of which came within the exclusion made by the opinion of the Court, and 
was therefore put down as inadmissible.

INCREASE OF NATIONAL WEALTH IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


In.an article on the annual accumulation of capital in a late number of the 
on Economist’s Railway Monitor, we mect with the following extraordi- 
nary imrtances of extension ;—In 1820, the whole of the shipping belonging to 
the United Kingdom was 2,648,592 tons ; at the commencement of 1645, it had 
increased to 3,587,387 tens, notwithstanding all the ships that during that twen- 
ty-four years have been worn out, or Jost at sea, In 1820, Grent Britain had 
cottou factories capable of working up 15] ,°00,000 Ibs. of cotton wool, and now 
they are so extended, that last year she worked up more than 700,000,000 Ibs. 
In 1820, she bad woollen factories capabie of working up 7,691,000 lbs foreign

The following is the mode of ascertaining the monthly average amount of 
Notes in circulation, as required by parliamentary act, passed July 21, 1845. 

“Sec. 10.—And be it enacted, That for the pu of ascertaining the 
monthly average amount of Bank notes of each Banker in circulation, the ag. 
gregate of the amount of Bank notes of each such Banker in circulation at the 
close of the business on Saturday of each week during the first complete period 
of four weeks next after the sixth day of December, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-five, shall be divided by the number of weeks, and the average so as. 
certained shail be deemed to be the average of Bank notes of each such Bank 
in circulation gine | such period of four weeks ; and so in each successive period 
of four weeks; and the monthly average amount of gold and silver coin re. 
spestively held os aforesaid by such Banker, shall be ascertained is, like man. 
ner from the amount of gold and silver coin held by such Banker, at the head 
office or principal place of issue in Scotland of such Banker at the close of busi. 
ness on Saturday in each week during the same period ; and the monthly aver. 
age amount of Bank notes of each such Banker in circulation during any such 
tiod of four weeks is not to exceed a sum made up by adding the amount cer. 
tified by the Commirsioners of Stamps and Taxes as aforesaid, and the mouthly 
average amount of gold and silver coin held by such Banker as aforesaid during 
tho same period.” 

The same act, [8 and 9 Vict., cap. 38] requires that silver coin shall not ex. 
ceed one-fourth of the gold held by Banks. 

‘ Sec. 11 —And be it enacted, That in taking account of the coin held by any 
such Banker as aforestid, with t to which Bank notes to a further extent 
than the sum certified as aforesaid by the Commissloners of Stamps and Taxes 
may, under the provisions of this act, be made amd issued, no amount of silver 
coin exceeding one-fourth part of the gold coin held by such Banker as afore- 
said shall be taken into account, nor shall any Banker be authorized to make

The 10th section of this act is also prescribed as the same manner of ascer- 
taining the monthly average amount of gold coin and Bank notes in circulation, 
in Ireland, and which is comprised in the same act.
